the subject, 


‘Nevertheless “it is generally ‘assumed that the. Prime Ministers |. 


devoted’a good deal of their time and thought to the question of the price 


of gold. 


: And the fact that they choge to remain silent on this topic in their final : 
statement can be explained by the natural desire to say nothing.that right pre-, 
judice thelr forthcoming talks on economic policy - with Mr Eisenhower's new 


Administratitn. 


The assumption Is therefere’ 
that Mr Churchill ond - his 
colleagues will osk for on Ine 
crease In the official price of 
Kold—at present $35 an ounce— 
when they meet’ the new ‘U.S. 
Administration next Spring. 

The.maln argument in favour 
of such a move is that a higher 
xold price would automaticnily 
inerease the value of the gold 
reserves held -In_ non-dollar 
countries ond thus, by enlarging 
the stock of international money, 
enable trade to flow more freely. 

This argument ‘holds obvious 

attractions for the Sterllng Aren 
which has substantial gold 
reserves and also produces most 
ef the free world's newly-mincd 
gold, 
,.But most Americans see the 
situatlon quite differently, And 
it is hardly surprising since an 
inerease In the official price af 
gold would be, from an American 
point of view, tantamount .to o 
devaluation ef the dollar in 
terms of good.

ARGUMENTS AGAINST -

The American arguments 
agoinst on increase in the price |- 
of gold are set out In detail in 
an orticle In the current issuc 
of the National City Bank of 
New York’s monthly Fevlews 

It begins by ossuming a 
per cent increase, bringing the 
price of gold to $52 an ounce, 
ang proceeds to examin the 
effect of this on the value of 
both the non-tollur svorld’s 
monetary reserves and the out- 
put of mewly-mined gold. 

So far os the Sterling Arca $s 
-concerned a 50 per cent Increase 
would raise the value of its gold 
reserves (ot their September, 
1952.- level) — from - $2,294- million 
to $3,441 million, 

The overall increment in the 
value of monetary stocks held 
outside the United States would 
be $5,400 millon.
